Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 14, 16 - 21 , and 23 - 64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ishitobi does not show where the first and second chamfered ridge portions are 
not parallel, not crossing each other, and no other ridge portion in the dielectric block is 
chamfered (claim 27); first and second chamfered ridge portions are not parallel and no 
other ridge portion in the dielectric block is chamfered (claims 36, 39, 41, and 42). 

Reasons for allowance of claims 1 - 14, 16 - 21 , 23 - 26, 28, 35, 37 and 38 were 
stated in the previous office action dated July 11, 2003.
